| Sia,—My icmarks on the inadequacy of your report of the Rev. A. G. Grecn’s 


lecture on iMainonides have cliciied several answers which call for some reply

I am glad to hear from “ A Student who was present ” that the conclusions 
I liad drawn from internal evidence as to the incorrectness of the report are con- 
ficmed by an actual auditor. He says, ‘the errors pointed ont were not Mr. 

I venture to 
disagree with hiim as to the latter part of the remark ; out of about twenty /ucis 
relating to Maimonides and his works, the report contained no less than ten In| 
au inaccurate or altogether erroneous form. regard to opinions either 
of Maimonides or of Mr. Green, it was impossible to determine how. far. the 
report was accurate and [ therefore refrained from discussing many eX pressions 
-which appeared to me erroneous [f the reporter had mnisrepresentid about half 
the facts,.it was scarcely likely that he had correctly reproduced the opinions,

Roum ANIA.—A correspondent in Roumania had called attention to the unfavour- 
able state of Jewish education in that country, since the Zion Society, whose original 
programme was the extension of schools, had chiefly occupied itself with the eman- 
cipation question. He urged that the Anglo-Jewish Association should promote the 
establishment of schools in Roumania since education alone would lead to the full 
emancipation of the Jews. 

RESEARCHES AMONGST THE JEWS IN SouTH ARABIA.—Mr.. E. Glaser, a Jewish 
savant, who is employed at. the Vienna Observatory, had written that he proposed to 


‘goon a tour of Exploration to South Arabia, and that in addition to various scientific 


researches, his labours would include investigations into the state of the Jews in that 
part of the country. The application for a subvention made by Mr. Glaser was 
recommended by the Alliance in Vienna.

The 
charity that they were there to support was a Jewish charity: but while he 
designated it asa Jewish charity, let him observe that charity was not, and shout! 
not be bounded either by creed or religion. (Applause) Charity was the universal 
duty of all men : and whilst the Jews endeavoured to succour their own poor, and 
to save them from extreme distress, he hoped he would not be considered boastfal 
when he reminded them that their hearts and purses were always open to the cause 
of charity around them. (Applause) It would be strange if it were not so, because 
charity was one of the fundamental elements of the religion which they. professed, 
Love thy neighbour as thyself’ was a Jewish law, (llear, hear.) It was a law 


that comprehended every duty of man to man, without reference to creéd or race, 


“Tf you see your enemy's ox falling under a burden you shall surely help him, though 
he be yourenemy.’ “ When you gatherin your harvest you shall not touch the 
corners of your fields. You shall leave them for the widow and the fathersess ana 
the stranger.” (Appiause.) These were Jewish laws. and they were of universal 
application—(cheers) binding upon all men alike, whether Jew, Christian, or non- 
Christian. (Applause). Considering therefore, that these were the fundamental! 
principles of their religion, it was not unbecoming, he hoped, if he made au 
appeal to the friends around him, of different raccs, upon this broad platform and 
upon this common ground of human duty. (Hear, hear. ) [t was his duty, as alr 
man of the meeting to call their attention to the peculiar character of this charity, 
and tothe principles upon which it carried on its proceedings, qt was a charity 
instituted for the purpose of aiding the unfortunate and deserving poor; and it 
proposed to save them from pauperism, and from the dependence upon public aid 
which. while it humiliated, in the end was sure to demoralise the recipient of 
charity. | | | : 
The CHAIRMAN gave details of the usefulness and work of the Board, and: said 
that he thought they would agree with him that the operations of this society 
deserved their warmest sympathy and support. A society which tended to encourage 
gself-dependence, thrift. and the exercise of energy in the hour of need was ore. that 


must commend itself to them. The hon. gentlemen concluded: by introducing the

The Rev, Dr. STRAUSS then proceeded with his lecture. He gave an interesting 
sketch of the life of Mendelsaohn, who was born at Dessau in 1720. He alluded to 
his lonely birth, his struggle to a position of eminence and prosperity, and to his 
writings. Mendelssohn, he remarked, remained comparatively unknown ubtil the 
publication of «' Phwdon ; or a discourse on the spirituality and immateriality of the 
soul.” which of all books ever written was perhaps most read. ‘The reason ior that 
was to be found in the great attention which ‘was then being directed to the 
materialism at the time, which had proceeded from France from the so-called echoo! 
of Encyclopwdists. Mendelssohn's book gave more religious comfort than the 
religion of the day could give. The fatal delusion that a Jew could not gain 
respect, reverence, and bright renown among his fellow-men had been crusted by 


“Moses Mendelssohn, and, following his example, by all earnest Jews who had not 


lost the feeling of self-respect. : if they looked round in the world, and pre- 
eminently in this great country of England, they might well exc'aim—* From night 
we have penetrated onward to the light of the fair morning.” (Applause). - 
‘The Mayor, in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said one thing that 
interested him in the meeting was the arrangement made for supplying ‘the 
wants of needy members. of their reigion, It resembled that. of his own 
society. (Applanse) It was sometimes thought—very incorrectly—that amongst 


Quakers there was no poverty. He apprehended that, comparatively speaking, they 
had as many poor persons in the body as there were among the public at Jarge, In_ 
Leeds they relieved ail their needy members. They gave no particular amount, but 
they raised something like 48. per head per annum to supply the wants of their.

‘THE JEWS OF BAGDAD. 


BAGDAD, OctopER 18TH, 1880, 
_ The visitor to Bagdad will be sorely disappointed if be entertains any 


hopes of seeing an agreeable place, and if this be the first Oriental town he 
‘arrives. at after leaving Europe, his astonishment will not be hidden on 


entering it. The desert surrounding it on all sides, Bagdad possesses — 


‘no redeeming feature within. Its narrow, tortuous streets are indicative ofan 
age when architecture was entirely unknown, while the buildings, thoagh in 


many instances spacious, present but little in external appearancs to alter that 
opinion. The vast number of poor p2ople, ill-clad and barefooted, to be met 


with In passing the bazaars is but little calculated to enhance the impression — 


produced by this time, All that one is accustomed to find agreeable in Euro- 


pean towns is quite wanting here, and sunset, which is ordinarily the signal for — 
_illatnination, promenade, and the examination of brilliant shops, is here the final 


spark of life. All activity has then ceased, the streets gradually become deserted, 


and Bagdad resumes the catacomb aspect which it wears nightly. A sickly | 


light, now and then, shows where the darkness commences afresh and conjures” 
up terrifying shadows that look Jike real occupants of the lonely streets, while 


a how] from a dog whose sleep has unwittingly been disturbed almost seems to 


proceed from the very shadows themselves. A desolate place by night and 
offering no interest by day, it is, nevertheless, far superior to many Euro- 
pean cities whose houses are worse built, whoss.climate is less suony, and 
whose appearance in general denotes even less order and more poverty. ‘There 
ig but one thing attractive in Bagdad and that is ite climate. Its situation is 


in the midst of deserts, but its sunny sky, clear blue for perhaps eight months — 
in the year, is all that can be wished for. July and August are, indeed, very — 


hot during the greater part of the day, but the evenings are almost invariably . 
cool, and during five months the inbabitants sleep in the open air, cool. dry, and 
refreshing. Nothing can be milder than the winter, when it may truly be said 
that people sit In the sun to warm themselves, fine days. being almost av numerous 
as in suinmer. It has often ‘been observed that under a better Government 
Bagdad would be a residence capable of favourable comparison with many large 
towns in the world. Some improvements in architecture, widéned streets, and 
some trées planted to afford shady promenades would effect a radical change, 
while music, and an impulse given to education, would be sufficient to raiss the 
peopie and improve their tastes | | 

An observable feature in Eastern cities is’ their divisiin into quartera 
inhabited by separate religious sects. The quarter where Mussulmans live is 
not ordinarily shared by others, and the Christian and Jewish quarters are 
eqaally distinct. Iu former times when hatred between menbers of different 
religions was so great that each considered the other “ utter abomination,” it is 
not to be considered that Mahommedans would allow Jews or others to be their 
neighbours, and the better to fall gpon them at any moment, they compelled them 
to live in restricted confines, This proves a boon in many instances asthe syna- 
gorue and Midrashim are all within easy reach, avd Jewish “butchers live in 
the midst. The Christians here include various sects as Syriana, Chaldeans and 
Armenians, while the two sects of Mussalmans, Simua and Shiah, entertain so 
violent a hatred of each other, 
nothing when compared with it. 
is these whose persecution makes them so-wmuch dreaded in Morocco, and ren- 
ders the lot of Isracliles so unhappy tn Persia. Fanaticisn: would seem to be 
dying now, as Lo erne! demonaetration. of Its existence ccmes. tO notice, 
neverthcless the Jews and Ciristians alike are still considered “infidel and 
unclean,” and nu amount of wealth, or honesty, or goodness can remove these 
two staiss.

) By his megic influence words are raised, as it were, to a 
higher power and win a faculty of attracting the attention which the same things 
said in another way could not effect.

could find all the words of one of his speeches in a dictionary, as object to 
Deutsch that most of his remarks might be found in Wolfius. By the magic 


insight of genius he pierced into the real life of the Talmud and tnade the dead 
bones of erudition live again. 

- We have prefaced our remarks on Mr. Hershon’s production with this 
defence of Deutsch as the “Talmudic Miscellany ’’ comes into the world of 


letters as a proposed correction of “the utterly untenable notions about the 


Talmud... . into which they were betrayed by the learned enthusiasm of the 


late Dr. Deutsch.” We have omitted above anuther cause of the impression 


made by Deutsch’s ariicle. It fluttered the dovecotes of the Broad Church ; 
coming after Renan and “ Ecce Homo,” Deutech’s article struck a further blow 
in explaining away all claims to divinity on the part of Jesus. If the founder 
of Christianity lived among a people in which such a high moral tone prevailed, 
his appearance was no more supernatural than that of a Shakespeare or Goethe. 
Deutsch’s articlestruck home more especialiy at members of thet Sroad Caarch who 
had made Jesus as near to man ak they dared ; it seemed to ferce thera to go the 
further step and own that he was only man. De. Farrar ta liis “ Life of Curist ” 
took occasion to deprecia'e the Talmud as imuch as possible in an appendix, 
though he bad the fairness to add the remarks of an anonymous friend which 


explained away and took all the point oat of the learned gentleman’s assertions, | 


He now returns to the charye in a preface to Mr. Hershon’s bock which we will 
first examine. 

The learned and reverend doctor ventures tasay that it) would be impos- 
sible to find less wisdom, less elk quenee, and less high morality tu:beddelin a 
vaster bulk of what is utterly valucless to mankind—to say nothing of those 
parts of it which are indetcate and obscene—in any other national literature of 
the same extent.” These be bold words and somewhat earpty courage. We 
would willingly accept the chalienge if there were any reality’about it. As the 
challenged party we wouli claim the right to choose the weapons and we would 
call on the reverend gentleman to substantiate his words with any equal amount 
of legal literature he is acqnainted with. Let him take a dozen volunwes ef the 
Law Reports, or even of Hansard and we could guarantee to parallel every 
quotation by three from the Talmud. We would even go so far as to accept 
the Canon’s challenge with regard to the series of “Sacied Books of the World” 
which will probably reach an cqual bulk with that of the Talmud. Dr. Farrar 
utterly misuaderstands the real nature of the Talmud, and unschiolarly collections 
of hagadic passages like that of Mr. Hershon’s will not remove his ignorance. 


“Utterly valueless to mankind!” The Jewish doctors of law were not ruling 


mankind, but were attempting to solve, and did solve, the difficult problen of 
keeping up the national fecling of Jews when they were no longer a nation. 
The Jewish nation is the outcome of the Talmud. Would the reverend gentile- 


men say they have been “ utterly valueless to mankind.” As for ‘ indelicacy ” 


let the learned doctor peruse a work or two on medical jarisprudence, and coin. 
pare them with the Talmud. It is not by dipping into the pages of Kisenmenger 
and McCaul that one can understand the real nature of the Talmud. The 
doctor’s Talmudic acquirements are soon shown in his remarks. on trauslations 
of the Talmed.
